Houstonian Bob Schoenke, widely 
known for his western art and cartoon 
strip “Laredo,” captures an_ instant 
from the incredible ride of Francois 
Aubrey (see page 5) for this month’s 
Texas Horseman cover. It is the first 
time in recent years that art has been 
used on the cover instead of photogra- 
phy. As one familiar with the route 
Aubrey took, Artist Schoenke pictures 
the hardy young horseman as he races 
past the Las Vegas Mountains of New 
Mexico, heading for the Great Plains. 
The ride ranks as perhaps the greatest 
feat of mounted endurance in U.S. 
history. 
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THE FASTEST MAN IN THE WEST 
By Jack Rittenhouse 


HE LONGEST, GREATEST horse- 

back ride in American history was 
that of a short, wiry French-Canadian 
frontier trader who rode 800 miles 
from Santa Fe to Missouri in five days 
and sixteen hours, for glory and a side 
bet of a thousand dollars. The record 
of Francois Xavier Aubry still stands 
after more than a hundred years. 

That trip meant riding in the saddle 
an average of 140 miles per day! Closer 
scrutinity reveals even more fantastic 
accomplishments, for Aubry wrote and 
signed a brief official account: 

“T made the trip, travelling time only 
counted, in 4 days and 12 hours, though 
the time spent between Santa Fe and 
Independence was 5 days and 16 hours 
(September 12-17, 1848). I made a 
portion of the trip at the rate of 250 
miles to the 24 hours; made 200 miles 
on my yellow mare in 26 hours.” 

If you ever have ridden a dude ranch 
horse for even two hours, you can 
faintly appreciate the achievement of 
Aubry. The great horsemen of the Age 
of the Saddle were impressed no less. 


Alexander Majors, who later hammered 
out the amazing Pony Express, said of 
Aubry: “The man who attempted to 
ride 800 miles in the time he did took 
his life in his hands. There is perhaps 
not one man in a million who could 
have lived to finish such a journey.” 


This story is reprinted in The’ Texas 
Horseman through the courtesy of the 
Baroid Division of the National Lead 


Company and the author. It was first 
published in the Baroid News Bulletin 
in early 1961. 
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In more recent years, J. Frank Dobie. 
writing in The Mustangs, stated flatly: 
“for sustained endurance, speed and 
distance, I rank a ride made by Fran- 
cois Xavier Aubry as supreme in the 
whole tradition of the West.” 

On that cool morning of September 
12, 1848, young Aubry swung confi- 
dently into his saddle. Sitting horse- 
back in the pre-dawn darkness in a 
street in Santa Fe, he smelled the linger- 
ing smoke of pinon log fires from the 
adobe homes. A twitch to signal to the 
horse, and he was off, circling south- 
east around the great dark hulk of the 
mountains, breaking into a long gallop 
toward the village of San Miguel, his 
first relay post. 

In his pouch was a special edition 
printed by the Santa Fe Republican just 
for this adventure, containing last- 
minute spot local news that now would 
reach the East in record time. Back in 
Santa Fe they were holding the stakes 
of Aubry’s thousand dollar bet that he 
could cover the eight hundred miles in 
less than eight days. 

Ahead of him were vast leagues of 
empty prairie, capricious streams and 
quicksand, the still real menace of In- 
dians, the changeable weather of the 
autumnal equinox, and the equally 
demanding hardships of loneliness, 
hunger and bone-battering weariness. 

Not yet twenty-four years old, Aubry 
was riding this trip alone, but not with- 
out some preparation. Already one of 
the leading traders along the Santa Fe 
Trail, he had set up relay posts stocked 


with some of the staunchest horseflesh.

Several new sales are on schedule 
this summer, giving Quarter Horse 
purchasers a chance to look over 
some outstanding individuals, as well 
as many promising prospects.

A native of 
Snyder, Texas, Riley was interviewed 
at Addison, Texas, where he was 
showing the young San Antonio stal- 
lion, Wildfire Joe. Riley is perhaps 
best known for the training of roping 
and reining, as well as halter, winners. 
He is—as this article reveals—a 
staunch believer in the hard work- 
and-long hours school of horse train- 
ing and showing. He soon moves into 
new training quarters near Aledo, 
Texas, west of Fort Worth.—Editor

Q. Lanham, what would you say 
are the most important things in get- 
ting a horse ready for halter showing? 

A. Care of the feet and legs, 
proper feed, getting the horse under 
control, stable cleanliness, exercise 
and grooming. 

Q. Lets talk about them in that 
order. Why do you list feet and legs 
first? 

A. My experience is that these 
judges look more at the way a horse 
travels, more at their feet, than any- 
thing else. And the quicker you get 
on them the sooner you’ll get them in 
good shape. If you wait and get the 
horse big and fat first, then start on 
his feet, you may not have time. If a 
horse doesn’t have good feet he’s li- 
able not to be able to get any job 
done. Maybe you’ll find when you 
first start working on them that 
they’ve grown too long, one foot may

Good Grooming Means Hard Work!

Trainer Lanham Riley gives pointers 


on getting a horse ready to show at 
halter - - and don’t think it’s easy ! 


be turning out a little, one may be 
toeing in. Well, these are things you 
can correct, to some degree. It takes 
time and it sure takes someone who 
knows corrective shoeing—and you'll 
need to change those shoes every six 
weeks or so. 

Q. Will you trim the feet the day 
before a show? 

A. No. I'll usually trim at least a 
week ahead of a show. It’s a lot like 
you buying a new pair of shoes. You 
don’t feel just right in them the first 
few times you wear them. So a horse 
has to get accustomed to that feel. 
Especially if his feet have grown long 
for three or four weeks. When you 
cut them off and haul him right to a 
show—then maybe unload him on 
rocky ground—he’s a little ouchy. 
He’s apt to pick up some gravel in 
his feet and be a bit gimpy. This will 
hurt him in the show ring. Always 
prepare ahead of time—in anything 
you do with a horse. 

Q. What feed do you like for a 
halter horse? 

A. I like to feed crimped oats and 
bran, along with good hay. The ra- 
tion depends on the horse. This horse 
I’m showing today (Wildfire Joe) 
eats approximately 10 to 12 pounds 
of grain a day. Three times a day, 
about four pounds to a feeding. I 
feed at six, 12 and six. And that reg- 





ularity is important. After feeding a 
horse I’ll come back in about an hour 
or so—if he hasn’t eaten all of his feed 
I'll take away what’s left. 

Q. You feed much alfalfa? 

A. Not too much. About once a 
week I’ll give a horse one sheaf of it. 
Mostly I’ll feed a good grass hay— 
usually late in the afternoon. As for 
additivies, I have fed things like Calf 
Manna, Clovite, Omaline. Sometimes 
if a horse gets off his oats I’ll switch 
him to Omaline all the way for two 
or three days, then back to oats. I 
think you can overfeed a horse my- 
self. You know, a horse’s stomach is 
not very large. If he’s hungry and 
nickers when you feed him and has 
a good appetite, four or five pounds 
of grain is plenty at one feeding. 
Some horses can take a little more. 
You just have to learn your horse. 

Q. How often do you have a vet in 
for check ups? 

A. This is a good thing to do since 
you need someone who doesn’t see 
your horses every day to help you tell 
how they’re doing. Ill have a vet in 
every six weeks or so. And I want 
one with experience with horses. I 
don’t want a cat and dog man. 

Q. When you mentioned ‘control- 
ling the horse as necessary for halter 
showing, what did that include?

A. Well, don’t try to fight your 
horse. Don’t manhandle him. Some 
horses will have more sense than the 
person handling them, if they get the 
chance. At least that’s been my ex- 
perience. Teach your horse to move 
with a light touch. You start jobbing 
one, jerking him every trip, and he 
gets accustomed to that. Then he ex- 
pects to be manhandled. Now there 
are times when you have to correct a 
horse, as you have to sometimes pun- 
ish a child. And if you need to cor- 
rect your horse, do it then, an don’t 
peck at him. Also don’t lose your 
temper. Really correct him and he'll 
respect you for it. 

Q. This is part of teaching him to 
stand right in the show ring. 

A. Right, and don’t wait until you 
get to a show to try to teach him to 
stand right. Study your horse and 
know how you want him standing 
when the judge comes around. First 
few times you try it this will be new 
to the horse. He may not do just 
like you want him to, But if you’ve 
been exercising the horse, good stance 
should come pretty quick. And horses 
are like people—you can work with 
some forever and they forget every- 
thing you teach them. But if yours is 
a good horse he’ll soon know that 
when you lead him to a spot and 
stand him there he’s supposed to be 
in a certain position. In standing him 
also you can get more done without 
applying a lot of pressure to that hal- 
ter shank. Just kind of shake it at 
him. He’ll usually straighten up. Oh, 
there’ll be days when things bother 
him but in time he'll fall into it 
naturally. It’s good to have somebody 
working with you too—seeing how 
the horse looks and travels. 

Q. I take it you give them plenty 
of exercise. 

A. To get any horse doing good 
he’s got to have a good bit of exer- 
cise. Way I do mine is ride them 
some—and if it’s too hot for a lot of 
riding, I'll saddle the horse and lead 
him while riding another horse. Usu- 
ally I’ll just walk a horse or trot him, 
four or five miles at a time. Not every 
day—say three times a week. I won’t 
gallop him too much. That doesn’t 
do them much good if you’re going 
to start a young horse going to halter 
shows. They start thinking that every 
time they move they have to move 
fast. If the horse is young and likes 
to play and jump around I'll give 
him plently of exercise the day before 
I’m going to a show. He’ll be easier 
to handle. But if he’s kind of dead- 
headed, I won’t exercise him too 
much the day before. 

Q. You mentioned stable condi- 
tions . . . how often are yours cleaned 
out? 
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A. Every morning. And it’s sure 
important to keep things clean. It 
can have a lot to do with how your 
horse feels and what kind of shape 
he’s in. For bedding I hse shavings 
or oat straw. I think shavings are 
best although if you get pine 
shavings and there’s any turpentine 
in them it may burn the! horse’s feet 
and dry them out. But if you get 
good dry shavings I don’t think you 
can beat them. Oh, straw’s good. It’s 
just more bundlesome and not as easy 
to dispose of. A horse will eat straw 
and can get a big belly. Most of the 
time horses won’t eat those shavings. 
As to minerals, I use granulated salt 
and free-choice minerals. Sometimes, 
if a horse isn’t eating much minerals 
I'll get one of these blocks that has a 
little molasses in it. It’s sweet and 
they’ll eat that. 

Q. The last thing you mentioned 
was grooming. This can run into a 
pretty good day’s work, can’t it? 
Where do you start? 

A. Well, I don’t start with a bath. 
I don’t use much water on a horse. 
Only on very rare occasion will I 
bathe one. I like to rub that dirt out 
of him. If I give a horse a bath it’s 
because I’ve hauled him and he’s got- 
ten into something and I just have to. 
A bath is a cheap, lazy man’s way of 
grooming a horse. The best thing I 
think you can do with a horse that’s 
been exercised and is hot is to rake 
the sweat off him, throw a cooler on 
him, then walk the horse. I mean 
now if he’s really hot. Cool him out, 
then come back and rub that horse. I 
don’t mean rub at him—really work 
on him with a rag or a rubber curry 
comb. Rotate it as you rub him. 
Then brush him. This might all take 
more than an hour. Now don’t get 
me wrong. I’ve washed horses, of 
course. But I sure wouldn’t start a 
youngster out by letting him run and 
grab that hose. You tie up a hot 
horse and start washing him and it’ll 
tighten those muscles, might even 


cause some arthritis.

Q. What kind of rag or cloth do 
you like for rubbing? 

A. I'll use a good wool rag. An old 
Army blanket torn up makes good 
rags. Should be about 85 to 90 per 
cent wool. Tear them into yard 
squares. Wool gets that fine dirt out. 
I never put any oil or anything like 
that on a horse. They’ve got natural 
oil in their hair, like humans. And 
Pll tell you what: You groom him 
and rub him every day and I don’t 
care what color he is, if he’s in good 
condition he’ll have a good gloss and 
a rich color.

Q. When you get to a show what 
routine do you use before going into 
the halter class? 

A. After I unload the horse [ll 
brush him off good, clean his feet 
out, then take my rag and rub him 
down good. Then I’ll walk him 
around. Fifteen or 20 minutes should 
be enough to loosen him up. Then 
I'll rub him off again. Last thing I’ll 
do is spray him with insect repellant. 

Q. When you're hauling more 
than one, you can stay busy. 

A. Sure. If you really take care of 
a horse, it’s work!

ings of their mares to prominent stal- 
lions. 

Harris County Agent Dan Clinton 
said in Houston that the club began 
holding field days in April, and they 
will continue—one each month—from 
now on. Each field day will include 
halter and performance contests where 
club members can earn from 1 to 6 
points by placing from Ist through 
6th place in the various classes. There 
are halter classes for all types and 
sizes of horses. Reining, western rid- 
ing and pole bending are the per- 
formance classes. 

Halter point and performance point 
totals will be kept separately. They 
will be totaled in September and the 
free breedings donated by Texas horse 
breeders will be distributed evenly 
among the halter and performance 
point winners. Each contestant can 
only win one during a given six month 
period, it was explained. 

As for the colts that have been do- 
nated, Clinton said, they will involve 
further competition. The five top hal- 
ter and five leading performance 
point winners will have the oppor- 
tunity of being interviewed by a panel 
of judges after writing essays. The 
contestants earning the highest total 
point, interview and essay scores will 
receive the colts. So far two colts 
have been donated to the 4-H pro- 
gram, Clinton said. 

A club member may win only one 
colt although it is possible for the 
member to win both a colt and a 
breeding service. 

The 4-H Club of 
has more than 200 members, it was 
reported, and is serving as an or- 
ganizational “pilot” project for Texas 
A & M College, which hopes to ex- 
pand the 4-H horse projects to many 
Texas counties. 

Clinton said that the following 
score card is now used in judging the 
horses in the 4-H Club halter classes:

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Two years before General Sam 
Houston and Mexican General Santa 
Anna staged their bloody, decisive 
battle at San Jacinto the land a few 
miles west was selling at roughly 10 
cents an acre. The Brazos River 
country was a wilderness, fertile but 
unsettled, as Texas became an in- 
dependent republic. 

Today the asking price on some 
of that farmland is $2,000 an acre, 
so close is it (40 minutes by express- 
way) to Houston. The Brazos River 
area is dotted with purebred cattle 
and horse-breeding farms. Its bot- 
tomland is ideal for permanent past- 
ure, the climate good year-round for 
livestock of all kinds. 

It was here at Thompsons, Texas, 
that Harry L. Martin two years ago 
opened the breeding farm known by 
the Circle M brand. As one of the 
nation’s newest breeders of Quarter 
Horses, Martin is now well-known 
for several reasons. 

One is Miss Jazebel. 

This trim 1958 mare rolled up one 
of the most impressive show records 
in Quarter Horse history last year, 
winning 129 points at halter. That 
was some 30 points more than had 
ever been won by any Quarter Horse

Another reason the Circle M 
Ranch has attracted much attention 
is its physical appearance. Where 
most Texas ranches run to traditional 
post and wire fences, Martin’s estab- 
lishment is partly covered by what 
might be called ‘permanent’ fences. 
They are of chain link, with heavy 
galvanized posts sunk in concrete, 
dividing the central area of the 400 
acre place into small pastures from 
three to 15 acres in size.

Obviously expensive, the cost of 
such fencing is justified by the main- 
tenence and safety factors, says 
Martin. 

At 52 he has come a good distance, 
from the livestock standpoint, from 
his days as a boy in East Texas. His 
father, a rancher in Hopkins County, 
raised a lot of mules. “In those days,” 
recalls Martin, “we were breeding a 
lot of jacks to fine mares to get mule 
colts.” 

His breeding program today shoots 
at what most Quarter Horse breeders 
want: The production of an animal 
that can show well at halter, at per- 
formance and even on the race track.

To help achieve that aim Martin 
last year went into partnership with 
Sterling Hogan of Houston on the 
purchase of Wimpy II, one of the 
best-known sons of the great Wimpy 
P-1, the first registered Quarter 
Horse. A sire of champions himself, 
Wimpy II also has produced impres- 
sive sales records. Ninteen head 
his get brought more than $80,000 
at public auction in the first six 
months of 1960. 

This stallion is the basis of Martin’s 
program. “We’re crossing Wimpy II 
on mares by King P-234, Jesse James, 
Paul A, Old Taylor and Poco Bueno.” 
His plans call for less halter com- 
petition this year and the appearance 
of Circle M horses at short tracks. 

“We no doubt will have some 
horses on the track in the near fut- 
ure,” he said. “We have that in mind. 
Some of our Dividend colts will no 
doubt be on the track oneday. . .” 

Martin is among those breeders 
who feel that the future holds good 
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things for Quarter Horses. “I think 
the market will hold up,” he says. 
“It has been self-evident this year. .. 
as long as you have quality you have 
nothing to fear in the horse market 
as far as price is concerned.” 

His planning for the future is one 
reason Martin has spent considerable 
money to put in a breeding plant 
that doesn’t need continual main- 
tenance, where horse health is a 
prime consideration. 

To eliminate the “virus” problem 
as much as possible, he has installed 
a new anti-fly fogging system through 
the stable and stalls area. A central 
container of an insecticide called Py- 
raid is positioned up in his largest 
barn with lines running to all stall 
areas. Twice daily, 6 AM and 6 PM, 
the insecticide is pumped through the 
system—triggered by an automatic 
cut-on—and fogs the area for three 
minutes through 16 nozzles. There 
just about aren’t any flies. 

Considering that Martin has paid 
up to $15,000 for some of his brood 
mares, it’s not surprising that he 
would utilize every means to keep 
them in good condition. The chain 
link fencing, however, provides safety 
plus economy, he points out. 

“You’re always going to get some 
horses hurt,” he says. “You could put 
them in a padded cell and get them 
hurt—but we have eliminated a lot 
of the hazard.” 

It was done by using nine gage 
wire, knuckled top and bottom, with 
the galvanized line posts on 10 foot 
centers, The wire is buried in the 
ground to keep the horses from paw- 
ing beneath it. The fences are six 
feet high. 

With pens like these Martin feels 
secure in having much less insurance 
on his stock than would be necessary 
otherwise. 

And his is a practical businessman’s 
view of horse breeding Successful in 
the oil business, Martin obviously 
enjoys the exhibitors competition but 
isn’t in it just for fun. 

“Pll put it this way,” he said. “I 
have never ever gone into any busi- 
ness with any other thought in my 
mind than to make money out of it. 
This takes time and patience. . . yes, 
I think you can make money out of 
it. If I didn’t think so I wouldn’t be 
in it, Under our present tax program, 
you have to make money out of these 
things... eventually you have to 
show a profit in them or get out.” 
He makes it clear that he’s just get- 
ting started. 

With a growing brood mare band 

about 50 head) and new colts (24 
at this writing) on the ground, 
Martin will not be on the halter 
show circuit as much this year as last, 
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he said. He stages his first sale, Au- 
gust 12. Also keeping him at the 
ranch is the training program, under 
Manager Cecil Hurley, a phase of 
the operation in which Martin’s sons, 
Dale, 14, and Ronnie, 16, take an 
active role. His wife, Effie, also 
spends a part of each day horseback. 
The family participation in horse 
activity is something that particularly 
pleases Martin. “I’ve always figured 
it this way: As long as I could see 
one of my boys with a halter on his 
shoulder I knew he was allright.” 
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At times he would even have an extra 
mount or two racing free beside him 
between stations, but always he rode 
alone. 

Before noon he is in San Miguel: be- 
fore darkness he is past the Las Vegas 
of New Mexico, and is heading across 
the long swells of the high side of the 
Great Plains. Through the darkness he 
rides on, pausing to drain a quart mug 
of hot coffee just before dawn at a 
relay point made ready days before. On 
his entire trip he will eat only six meals 
on the ground, will sleep out of the 
saddle only two and a half hours. 

Now the dawn of the second day 
is rising beyond the Panhandle, and 
Aubry is streaking northeast astride 
his favorite yellow mare, Dolly. Now 
the trail is muddy, and it will remain 
so for the rest of the journey. A hun- 
dred miles since he swung the dragoon 
saddle across Dolly’s yellow hide, he 
expects to find another relay station. 
Only the silence of death greets him: 
Indians were there ahead of him. 


ACROSS THE CIMARRON 


Galloping on and on in a double- 
duty stretch across the Cimarron, the 
gallant Dolly sets another record that 
has gone unmatched: one man, one 
horse, two hundred miles in twenty-six 
hours. 


At a wagon train he secures a re- 
mount to his next station, where he 
changes again. This time he races on 
with three horses, but one after another 
they give out, part of the six horses he 
will exhaust completely on this ride. 
The treacherous streams are swollen be- 
fore him. The only way across is to 
swim. 


When the third horse gives out, 


Aubry is still twenty miles from his 
next post, Fort Mann. There is no alter- 


native but to walk alone, through 
Indian country. 
At the Fort, Aubry snatches two 


hours’ precious sleep. Then on east, al- 
ways east, past Council Grove and other 
Trail past 
where new mounts await him. By now 
he must tie himself into the saddle. 


landmarks, other stations 


The last day’s journey is in a heavy 
rain. September 17, 1848, the fifth day 
out, and Aubry is now among trees. 
The morning passes numbly into noon, 
and the noon passes pounding into 
night. At ten o’clock he pulls to a halt 
in front of the Noland House in Inde- 
pendence. The excited crowd lifts him 
from a bloodied saddle. Aubry can 
barely speak his needs: ham and eggs, 
sleep. He has set a record for physical 
endurance. This was to be forever the 
famous Aubry’s Ride. 

For Aubry it was not a foolish risk. 
The others who bet against him were 
wagering by guesswork, but not Aubry. 
In the spring of that same year he had 
made the same ride in eight days and 
ten hours, leaving six rugged compan- 
ions behind in full exhaustion before 
they had reached the halfway mark, 
with Francois riding to death three 
horses and a couple of mules on the 
trip. Yes, he knew what he could do in 
this fast September ride: it was not for 
brag alone that the frontier newspapers 
were calling Francois Xavier Aubry 
“The Skimmer of the Plains, The Tele- 
graph, Little Aubry, The Lightning 
Traveler.” 

AUBRY LEGENDS 


In the decades that followed, Aubry’s 
story was confused by the legend- 
makers, who had him trapping with 
Carson (years before Aubry reached 
the Rockies), or riding the Pony Ex- 
press (which started years after Aubry’s 
death). The writers, some with excel- 
lent reputations, even disputed the spell- 
ing of his name. Many persisted in 
adding an e, making it Aubrey. Some 
gave his first name as Felix. But there 
should have been no need to embroider 
the facts: they were picturesque enough 
in their own right. 

F. X. Aubry was born in Quebec 
Province, Canada, in December. 1824. 
When he was eighteen he went to 


the United States to help replenish 
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dwindling family fortunes. At Saint 
Louis, he found work with French- 
Canadian merchants. Three years later. 
with a stake of goods bought on credit. 
he made his first trip as a trader over 
the Santa Fe Trail. 


WAR WITH MEXICO 

The clouds of war with Mexico were 
rolling across the plains, following 
Aubry in his dash for the lush profits 
to be earned in Santa Fe. Colonel Doni- 
phan’s United States Dragoons later 
were glad to have the aid of such mer- 
chants as Aubry when the first columns 
of troops reached New Mexico. 

From 1846 to 1850, Aubry rode the 
rich crest of the great Santa Fe Trail 
trade. The first wagons that went 
through each spring, west from Mis- 
souri, were sure of at least one hundred 
per cent profit. 

Aubry alone dared the terrible win- 
ter trips. to be first into Santa Fe. His 
expenses were tremendous: his profits 
were even greater. And where other 
traders were usually content with a sin- 
gle round trip each year. Aubry made 
two. then three trips a year. 

These fast trips brought good pub- 
licity that helped his business. He was 
young. full of exuberance and heady 
with financial success after a pinch- 
penny youth back in Quebec Province. 
In a real sense. he knew he was already 
some sort of a legend. and he set out 
deliberately to make the most of it. 
Never resting long on any laurels. he 
was always ready to head out with 
another caravan, to attempt another 
record for distance or time or dollar 
volume. 

After the Great Ride, Aubry made 
no more attempts to extend that record. 
but he spread his activities to other 
fields and to other regions. He did not 
restrict his sphere to the linear limits 
of the Santa Fe Trail. After 1850, he 
quit the Trail and led caravans to San 
Antonio and Victoria in Texas, to Chi- 
huahua in old Mexico, and across Ariz- 
ona and the Mojave to California and 
San Francisco. 

On the California trips he found an 
excellent profit in flocks of sheep, for 
which the mutton-hungry miners of 
the Mother Lode paid a handsome 
price. On one such journey, Aubry and 
his men herded 5.000 sheep across the 
deserts. 
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Wherever Aubry went, his eyes were 
always alert for new possibilities. His 
succinct diary recorded facts now val- 
ued by historians. The 1850’s were 
the years when government expeditions 
were checking possible railroad routes 
west. and Aubry turned his facts over 
to the young lieutenants of the Topo- 
graphical Corps. Today, the Santa Fe 
Railroad across northern Arizona fol- 
lows much of the route proposed by 
Aubry. 

As a merchant, Aubry saw the future 
value of the railroads, and he wrote to 
one friend that he (Aubry) would con- 
tinue to scout for routes at his own 
expense. 

Not everyone appreciated the flam- 
boyant adventures of the dashing 
Aubry. One of his few but severe critics 
was Major Richard H. Weightman, 
one-time artillery officer in Doniphan’s 
expedition during the Mexican War 
and later editor of a weekly newspaper 
in Albuquerque known as Amigo del 
Pais. Editorials in this journal often 
took a dim view of some of Aubry’s 
exploits. Eventually the newspaper 
folded. and Weightman went to Santa 
Fe, where he had minor political inter- 
ests. 

Thus it was. without either man 
knowing it, destiny drew the two to- 
gether. On a trip east from California. 
Aubry made what would be his final 
diary entry, on August 16. 1854. when 
he was near the site of modern Gallup, 
New Mexico. Leaving the rest of his 
party behind, Aubry rolled down from 
the crest of the Continental Divide on 
his last long ride: two days into Santa 
Fe. He reached the plaza of the old 
town in the mid-afternoon heat of Au- 
gust 18. Swinging from the saddle, he 
went into the most convenient store for 
a post-stirrup cup. In those days, all 
merchants had a bar, amply stocked. 

By chance, Weightman was also at 
the bar. fingering a glass of whiskey 
and water. 

Accounts differ in some of the de- 
tails of what followed, but the general 
course of events has been recorded 
clearly: curt greetings were exchanged: 
Aubry asked what had become of the 
newspaper: Weightman said it had 
ceased publication. 

Aubry replied that it ought to have 
died. This led to a brief. explosive ar- 


gument that ended when Weightman 


dashed the contents of his glass into 


Aubry’s face. While Weightman stepped 


back and placed his hands at his belt. 
Aubry drew a five-shot revolver from 
his left side. One shot was fired pre- 
maturely as he cocked the weapon. the 
slug hurtling through the low ceiling. 
Weightman was armed with only a 
Bowie knife, and he drew this and 
grappled with Aubry. One thrust and 
Aubry sank to the floor. In a few min- 
utes he was dead. 

Aubry was not quite thirty when he 
died. He had been but twelve years 
away from his Canadian home, yet in 
his brief span he left a wide mark on 
western frontier history. His name was 
given to a fort, to towns, to many land- 
marks. One of the fastest river steam- 
boats was christened for him, and one 
of the “lightning express” mail trains 
on the early Santa Fe proudly bore his 
name at the front of its funnel-stacked 
locomotive. 

The trails now are paved. the steam- 
boats rotted, the old locomotives turned 
to rust. But no man has yet matched 
the epic of Aubry’s tremendous ride. 
And in this soft age of motordom. none 


care even to try.
